THE RULES ADOPTED BY THE NATHMFAL 


LEAGUE AND AMERICAN ASSOCIATION. 
The joint rules committee, consisting of 


A. G. Spauldmg, John I. Rogers, of Phil- 
adelphia, and John B. Day, of New York, 
representing the National "League Base 
Ball Organization, and Zack Phelps, of 
Louisville, O. P. Caylor, of Cincinnati, 
and William Blame, of Baltimore, repre- 
senting the American Association, began 
a meeting at the Tremont House, Chicago, 
Monday morning. The work of the meet- 
ing is tb arrange a set of playing rules 
that will be agreeable to both organiza- 
tions and do away with the system now in 
vogue. 


Numerous changes were decided upon. 
In place of tbe stone at the home plate, a. 
base^ of the same size, but; made of white 
rubber, was recommended. The position 
of the first and third bases was moved 
seven and one-half inches so that the base 
would be inside of the foul lines, thereby 
helping the umpire to decide whether a 
hit fell m 'a fair or foul ground. The new 
rules of the American Association, con- 
cerning the position of coachers, were fa- 
vorably received. ' They require that 
coachers shall not be nearer than sisty- 
flveifeetto the home plate, thereby pre- 
venting the coacher from running along 
the line from third base to the plate to dis- 
concert the opposing player.

It-was unanimously agreed that in the 
future all clubs playing national agree- 
ment shall use the Spauldmg or Beach ball. 
-This is done to prevent using "dead balls " 
"soft balls" or "lively balls" by other as- 
sociations in their exhibition games with 
league or association clubs or to make it 
the standard ball.

The league field rules, with slight modi- 
fications, were also extended to the asso- 
ciation leagues. 


The rules committee of the National 
League and American Base Ball Associa- 
tion resumed its session early Tuesday 
morning, but up to noon had taken no ac- 
tion on any of the subjects under discus- 
sion. The forenoon was devoted to the 
proposed change of rule relating to high 
and low balls. It is proposed to have but 
one style of ball, to be called fair ball, the 
range of which shall be between the knee 
and shoulder. 
* 


1 .The following changes have been made • 
iSPher-hljgh and low ball system of deliv- 
ery has been abolished, any ball now be- 
ing considered fair that passes the player 
between the shoulder and knee, and that 
passes over the plate. Bunting will to 
future not be allowed. Any obvious at- 
tempt to make a foul hit will be scored as 
a strike. Clubs will not toss for the choice 
of position in future, the right of dhoice 
invariably resting with the home club. 
Five balls and four strikes will he allowed 
instead of six balls and three strikes as 
heretofore. 


When a batsman takes his base on calls 
he shall be credited with a base hit. A 
batsman shall take his base when struck 
by a pitched ball. Any motion whatever 
on the part of the pitcher, made to deceive 
a batter, shall be considered as a balk. 
If in running to base the runner touches 
and detaches the basebag, without being 
touched by the baseman, ne will,be safe.1 
Captains of clubs only can question any 
decision of the umpire. The old rule re- 
quiring a runner to return to his base on 
a run when a foal hit Is made, was rescind- 
ed. Hereafter, a runner can walk to his 
base. No runner can have a substitute 
run for htm in case of Injury, but If hurt 
must ret lie from the game. A batter Is 
out on the fourth strike under the new 
rules, whether the ball Is dropped or pass- 
ed by the catcher. The question of hav- 
ing two umpires and a referee was brought 
up hy a majority of tho committee, voted 
against Hie Scheme and-It was dropped. 
A| modification of the umpire's rules of 
both organizations was adopted. 


Tho pitcher's box was* shortened to five 
and a half feet, and the pitcher will be re- 
quired to keep bis forward foot firmly on 
the ground when about to deliver the. ball. 
His rear foot must be on the back line and 
he will be-allowed to take bat one step 
when delivering the ball. The ball must 
be held In plain view of the umpire. The 
pitcher oannot, as heretofore, deliver 
ball to toe patter after' making ja, 
tetot to throw to flrBt,base, but must 
resume his position In the box. Only two
